A Polio Victim 


Margarete Steiff was born ini 


1847. In early childhood she was 
stricken by polio which left her 
paralyzed in both legs. But she 
was still a popular child, always 
ready to tell new stories and in- 
vent new games. 


In time, Miss 
Steiff 
learned 


dressmaking in a sewing school. 
She and her sister had the first, 
hand-driven sewing machine in 
town. Dressmaking became her 
vocation. Then she began to spe- 
cialize in products made 
from 


felt, and soon had several girls 
working for her. 


"At this point," she wrote later, 


"the model of an elephant fell 
into my hands; felt was well suit- 
ed to copying it. The finest shear- 
ings were used for the stuffing. 
This little felt elephant at first 
served as a pincushion." 


Soon she was giving the little 


animals away 
to her 
friends 


among the vDlage children. Her 
animal assortment grew. A mon- 
key was added, Ulan a donkey, 
horse, pig, and camel. 


Miss 
Steiff's 
brother, 
Fritz, 


thought there might be business 
opportunities in the little animals. 
He took a sackful of them to a 
country fair where he promptly 
sold them all.

new building. In 1893, Miss Steiff 
issued her first catalogue. 


In 1903. she created a new ani-

Sales didn't do well 
at. first. But then the little animal, 


called a Teddy Bear, caught on 
in. the United States where the 
president was Theodore Roose- 
velt. His nickname was Teddy 
and he hunted bear.

ANGELS FROM PAPIER-MACHE 


You need lots of newspaper and paste 


You Can Fashion Angels 


For Yule Out of Paper 


."You can f a s h i o n 
beautiful 


Christmas angels from papier- 
niache. 


You needs lots of newspapers 


and wallpaper paste. Mix a pint 
or so of paste. Tear some of the 
newspaper 
Into 
long, 
two-Inch 


wide strips. 


On a kitchen' table [spread four 


pages of newspapers, one at a 
time, with paste. Then roll to 
cone shape. This is the body of 
your angel. Cut off the cone at 
the bottom so the figure 
will 


stand and make a half-inch angle 
cut in the back to form the waist. 
Otherwise the figure would have 
no posture. This allows her to 
bend back sliglilly, posed for 


trumpet blowing. 


Shape the head by crumpling a 


little paper, then covering it and 
fixing it to the body with strips 
of newspaper dipped in paste. Use 
a slender wire to shape the arms 
and attach Ihem to the body with 
papier-mache strips. The figure 
must be completely dry — this 
takes a day or two—before it can 
be finished. 


Now it's lime to make the 


wings. 
Cut a 
paper pattern. 


Paste four thicknesses of paper. 
When dry cut to the pattern and 
fasten to the body finnly with 
paper slrips. having folded the 
wings leaving a .small space in 


the middle, thus making it easy 
to attach wings to body. 


Now the figure is ready to be 


dressed and decorated. The robe 
is fashioned of paper toweling 
(spread with paste) to suit youi 
fancy. 


Use gilt paint for decorating

package, remember to use light 
ribbons when wrapping wilh dark 
paper as dark ribbon would make 
your package look heavy.

After you have tied your pack- 


age, fashion a bow for it. There 
are many types of bows that can 
be made easily from ordinary rib- 
bon. 


The simplest is the shoestring 


bow. Hold your ribbon by its 
edges, between your thumb and 
middle finger, with forefinger be- 
hind ribbon to steady it. Form 
two equal length loops, cut ends 
slightly longer than loops, trim- 
ming ends on sharp slant. Tie a 
narrower length of ribbon around 
yew bow with a square knot;

Translations Differ; Story Does Not 


The story of the'first Christmas, that dark, still night that the Christ 


Child was born, is-ibld by two of the apostles: Matthew, the tax collector, 
and Luke, the physician. 
-' 


They told it only once, simply and beautifully, but in the ancient 


language of their time and place. We in America read it as it has been trans- 


• lated into a language that did not even exist when Christ was born. . 


• 
There are several translations of the story that we may choose. But 


three in particular are the most read: the King James version, the Revised 
Standard translation, and the New English version. 


The oldest, and probably the favorite of the English-speaking world, 


is the Nativity story told in the King James Bible. 


The crown of England passed to James I when Elizabeth died on 


March 24, 1603. One of his first acts was to call the Hampton Court Con- 
ference, which passed a resolution recommending a new translation of the 
Bible. 


With the enthusiastic backing oCKing James, the new translation' 


was completed in 1611. 
' 


Many other translations followed, but the King James version main- 


tained its popularity. One of the others was the American Standard Version 
of 1901. Then in 1937, the International Council of Religious Education 
.set up a committee of 32 scholars to revise the A. S. V. to "embody the 
best results of modern scholarship as to the meaning of the Scriptures." 
The fruit of this labor, the Revised Standard Version, was completed in 
1952. 


Meanwhile, in the British Isles a completely new translation of the 


English Bible had been authorized by several churches working coopera- 
tively. A panel of scholars began work. They haven't finished yet. But the 
first part of their work, "The New English Bible, New Testament," was 
completed last year. 


Here, for comparison, are these three translations of that part of 


the Nativity story told in Luke 2:6-14.

Christmas came early to Amcr- into the fireplace to banish them. 


Then the host lighted his Chris<- 
mas candles from the Yule fire 
and poured a little wine upon the 
log to protect the house 
from 


ghosts and trailing apparitions. 
The log was kept burning through 
the Christmas season and at the 
season's end, part of it was saved 
for lighting the following year's 
Yule log. 


Churches w e r e transformed 


with greenery into virtual wood- 
lands. One churchgoer wrote that 
"the pulpit itself has such clus- 
:ers of ivy. holly and rosemary 


At ChrisUnastide in 1607, fewer 


man 40 of the original 100 people 
who had settled Jamestown Col- 
6nly in Virginia were still alive, 
and these had little food. But they 
gathered a b o u t the Church of 
England altar to listen to the an- 
cient Christmas message. 


A year later, 
conditions 
had 


Improved. In his journal, Capt. 
John Smith relates, that he and 
his fellow settlers visited one of 
Chief Powhalan's sons at Christ- 
mas and were "never more mer- 
rie, nor fedde on more plentie 
of good oysters, fish, flesh, wild 
foule and good bread; nor never 
had better fires in England than 
in the warm smokie houses.". 


Christmas Banned 


By the ends of the 17th Century, 


the Christmas celebration was 
still limited to Virginia. In New 
England, Puritan and P i 1 g r i m 
eettlers frowned on merry-mak- 
tng and the celebration of Christ- 
mas was not only frowned upon, 
but for a time was banned. 


In 
Williamsburg, 
capital 
of 


C o l o n i a l Virginia, Christmas 
was a season rather than a one- 
day celebration. It began Dec. 
15 and continued without letup to 
Jan. B. Christmas. Day was not 
Dec. 25, but Jan. 5 and the date 
wasn't changed until about 1750. 


Christmas in the colony was 


not 
a time of gift-giving, 
al-
